Another  important  event  was 
giving  the  Senior  Class  a  banquet.  Since  this  was  the  first  formal  banquet  for  most  of  us,  and  also  the  first  time 
many  of  us  had  gone  to  the  "Plantation,  "  we  were  all  greatly  excited  . 

In  our  Senior  year  receiving  our  caps  and  gowns  was  a  new  adventure.  Everyone  was  rushing  around  to  "find 
one  that  fits."  We  made  two  important  trips.  The  first  was  to  the  State  Fair  in  Raleigh.  Here  we  saw  many  of  the 
exhibits,  enjoyed  the  rides,  and  mostly  the  shows.  Our  second  trip  was  to  Elon  College.  Here  we  got  a  glimpse 
of  life  on  the  campus  and  also  what  went  on  in  the  classrooms.  There  is  no  need  to  say  that  the  most  special  day 
of  our  Senior  year  was  our  last — Graduation.

CLASS  PROPHECY
